Brenda Johnson Clark, age 25, of 
Waynesville, Ga., entered the not 
guilty plea before Circuit Judge 
ferry Butts, and was accompanied at 
the arraignment by her attorney 
Gareth Lindsey 


Mrs. Clark was charged with 
murder following the August 10 
shooting death of her brother, David 
Johnson, age 27. The victim was 
shot once in the face with a .38 
caliber pistol during an apparent 
family dispute at a family reunion in 
Elba. 

Mrs. Clark was released on 
$10,000 bond and is expected to be 
tried in November in Coffee County.

Matthew 14:1-11 tells us a story 
of Herodias, the half-sister of Herod 
Agrippa | She was married to 
Herod Phillip who was the half- 
brother of Herod the Tetrarch, whom 
she married while still married, She 
had a daughter named Salome who 
was raised in material splendor and 
had a spoiled upbringing. She 
became a dancing girl in the palace 
and was responsible for the death of 
John the Baptist 

The first chapter of 2 Timothy, 
1-S tells us the story of the other 
mother, Eunice.

He was in 
charge of the church at Ephesus and 
has two letters written to him found 
in the Bible. 

The difference was a Godly 
mother, It is my thought today that 
Salome is tormented with her mother 
in hell, while Timothy and his 
mother are in the company of the 
Savior, Jesus Christ. 

Dear mother, how have you 
influenced your children? God's 
Word says (Deut. 6:7), to take the 
precepts of God and teach them to 
the children. To train them in a 
Godly life pattern. To love them and 
chasten them while there's still 
hope. It is an awesome responsibility 
to be a mother (parent). 

Let me share with you some hope 
from God's Word. (Joshua 1:9, 
Proverbs 3:5-6. Lean on these 
promises from God. 

Mom, have you given your heart 
to Jesus? Will you pledge to raise 
your children in God’s ways? Will 
you pray for other mothers?

You can bet the Elba Tigers 
won't be invited back to homecoming 
at Andalusia! The Elba Tigers scored 
the first four times they got their 
hands on the ball and took complete 
control in the second half Friday 
night as they posted a wild 41-14 win 
over the Andalusia Bulldogs, at 
Andalusia.

Kenneth Ball, administrator of 
the Coffee County Health Dept., was 


present at the October 14 meeting of 


the Coffee County Commission 
requesting additional housing for the 
lepartment letters fron three 
supervisors in the health department 
larified the problems and needs of 


the emplovees 

In a letter sent to Ball, Mrs. Ann 
Edwards, clerical supervisor, county 
registrar, stated, ‘The present staff 


in excess of 40 people using this 
building, which includes state and 
district support staff, makes it 
impossible to provide services for the 
current caseload not even 
considering those who are 
authorized and needing services in 
the county that cannot be served 
because of total saturation of present 
facilities.’ 


In the letter, Mrs. Edwards 
pointed out that in the past 12 years 
the health department staff had 
increased from SIX full-time 


employees to 36 full-time and 20 
part-time employees, plus additional 
support staff from district and state. 

According to the letter, the 
16-chair capacity waiting room is 
combined with the secretarial pool 
working area, which ‘“‘is causing 
stress, burnout and unnecessary 
tension on employees”’. 

Mrs. Edwards stated the secre- 
taries were in direct contact with ‘‘a 
waiting room full of patients’ five 
davs a week, eight hours a day, while 
four secretaries must stand and work 
the counter, leaving their desks 
unattended
